DONALD  ORVILLE  EDKINS 
1916  —  1990 

Donald  Orville  Edkins,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  .scrip  collecting  and  better  known  to  us  as 
Don  Edkins  author  and  editor  of  ’Edkins  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coal  Company  Scrip  - 
First  edition  1977  and  Second  Edition  1984,  died  October  10  at  his  home  in  Williamsburg, 
Virginia.  Don  was  a  native  of  West  Rockport,  Maine.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Edie, 
daughters  Judith  and  Leslie,  and  sons  Donnie  and  Mark.  As  an  accountant,  he  had  worked 
in  a  number  of  places  including  Virginia,  where  he  became  interested  in  collecting  the 
metal  tokens,  known  as  scrip,  which  were  used  by  coal  companies  as  wage  payments  to 
their  employees. 

It  was  there  that  he  became  acquainted  with  several  others  who  had  the  same  interest; 
among  them  being  Tip  Tippy,  Fred  Lange,  Walter  Caldwell,  Raymond  Cole,  Gordon  Dodrill, 
Ancil  Donahoe  and  Sam  Nichoils.  After  several  informal  get-togethers,  this  group  conceived 
the  idea  of  the  NSCA  and  began  compiling  listings  of  known  tokens  for  the  purpose  of  pub¬ 
lishing  a  catalog.  Thanks  to  Don’s  vision,  tenacity  and  persuasion,  NSCA  members  made 
their  collection  available  for  listing  and  five  years  later  the  First  Edition  became  a 
reality  and  subsequently  a  boon  to  all  collectors,  past,  present  and  future. 

In  the  interim,  Don  and  Edie  moved  to  Framingham,  Mass,  where  he  continued  working 
as  an  accountant,  and  started  the  task  of  compiling  listings  of  new  finds  for  a  Second 
Edition.  He  also  decided  to  sell  his  personal  collection.  He  used  the  proceeds  of  his  sale 
to  assist  in  the  construction  of  a  home  on  a  lake  in  Maine  on  the  Canadian  border,  where 
he  spent  summers  continuing  his  listings  interspersed  with  bouts  of  fishing. 


He  later  suffered  a  severe  stroke  which  left  him  partially  paralyzed.  Over  a  long  period 
of  time,  he  made  a  substantial  recovery  and  renewed  the  tedious  process  of  completing 
the  authorship  of  the  Second  Edition  of  his  coal  catalog  in  two  volumes  issued  in  1983  and 
1984. 


In  order  to  keep  down  the  cost,  Don’s  wife  Edie  did  the  typing  of  the  copy.  He  also  don¬ 
ated  $3,000.00  of  the  preparation  costs  of  his  First  Edition  and  all  of  the  sales  proceeds 
to  the  NSCA  Catalog  Committee  as  a  nest  egg  for  future  publications.  Following  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  Second  Edition,  Don  again  contributed  the  book  and  sales  proceeds  to 
NSCA,  asking  only  his  bare  preparation  costs. 


A  couple  of  years  back,  Don  and  Edie  moved  to  Williamsburg,  Virginia  in  order  tQ  be  near 
his  daughters,  grandchildren  and  grqat  grandchild. 


In  recognition  of  his  contributions  to  the  scrip  collecting  activity,  Don  was  honored 
together  with  Walter  Caldwell  as  co-recipients  of  the  first  presentation  of  NSCA’s  most 
prestigeous  honor,  the  ’Fred  Lange  Outstanding  Member  Award'.  Today,  Dorn’s  work  is 
continuing  with  the  Catalog  Committee  doing  the  listings.  The  publication  of  any  future 
editions  will  be  a  continuing  tribute  to  one  of  the  outstanding  pioneers  of  the  scrip 
collecting  hobby.  We  will  truly  miss  him.

Collectors  Association  was  held  on  FRIDAY,  OCTOBER  5,  1990,  at  4:00  p.m.  at 
the  Holiday  Inn,  Oak  Hill,  WV.  There  were  present  the  following,  constituting 
a  quorum:  President  -  Harold  Snodgress;  Vice-Presidents  -  Mark  Ballard,  John 
Podgurski  and  Claude  Travis;  Past  Presidents  -  R.  R.  Tippy  and  Bill  Williams; 
Secretary  -  Treasurer  -  Walter  Caldwell. 

The  Secretary  Treasurer  reported  that  the  bank  balance  in  the  Fayette 
County  National  Bank,  Fayetteville,  WV  on  October  1,  1990,  was  $8492.59. 
and  Cash  on  Hands  of  $50.00.  The  annual  financial  report  will  be  presented 
at  the  May  1991  meeting  in  Nelsonville,  Ohio.  The  present  membership  was 
listed  as  430  with  several  applications  on  hand  to  be  processed. 

Following  proper  motion,  Kenneth  M.  Jenison  of  Hixsom,  TN  was  dropped 
from  membership  due  to  failure  to  accept  auction  sale  items  purchased  and 
failure  to  reply  to  correspondence  concerning  the  matter. 

Following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  award  old  membership  numbers 
to  reinstating  members  if  requested  at  time  of  reinstatement.

Following  a  discussion,  approval  was  given  for  Scriptor  Podgurski  to 
proceed  with  plans  to  have  a  regular  column  tin  "SCRIP  TALK"  for  the  many  mine 
lamp  collectors  in  NSCA. 

Due  to  the  necessity  of  having  funds  available  to  pay  costs  of  the  semi¬ 
annual  conventions,  a  motion  carried, that  the  cost  of  the  regular  dinner  at 
each  meeting  be  considered  as  the  rental  fee  for  a  table  at  each  show.  In 
event  the  person  requesting  a  table  does  not  want  to  attend  the  dinner,  a  fee 
of  $15.00  will  be  charged  for  the  tables.

JUST  AROUND  THE 


CORNER  AGAIN

Some  of  my  most  sought  after  examples  of  Harlan  County 
Coal  Company  scrip  have  literally  come  to  me  from  "around  the 
corner."  My  latest  acquisition  came  as  a  friend,  Charlie 
Baker,  rounded  the  corner  of  my  shop  as  I  was  preparing  to 
depart  for  the  Oct.  6th  scrip  show  at  Oak  Hill,  Va. ,  and  gave 
me  three  Ridgeway  Coal  Mining  Co.  (2403  A100  and  rated  R-6 ) 
$1.00  tokens.  I  was  grateful  for  his  generosity  and  concern 
in  helping  me  with  my  collection,  but  assumed  I  had  already 
added  the  rather  "coramon"  scrip  to  my  collection.  Not 
bothering  to  examine  the  tokens,  I  simply  pitched  the  three 
tokens  on  top  of  my  desk.  I  never  gave  the  Ridgeway  scrip 
another  thought  until  the  next  day  during  the  scrip  meeting 
at  Oak  Hill,  W.  Va. 

About  mid-day,  my  good  friend,  Crawford  Blakeman, 
approached  me  in  front  of  Scriptor  C.  F.  Colley’s  trading 
table  with  what  he  said  was  &  token  that  had  eluded  him  for 
as  long  as  he  had  collected  coal  company  scrip.  He  presented 
me  with  an  aluminum  Ridgeway  Coal  Mining  Co.  $1.00  token.  I 
was  at  first  amused  at  his  "find"  as  he  continued  to  explain 
that  all  the  $1.00  tokens  fro®  this  Harlan  County,  Ky.,  coal 
mining  company  he  had  encountered  were  the  B  series  (rated  R- 
3  and  quite,  common)  with  the  word  Mining  misspelled  as 
Minning .  His  seriousness  prompted  me  to  look  at  my  scrip 
book  and  record  of  my  collection,  and  low  and  behold,  I 
didn’t  have  the  A100  in  my  collection  either.  What  added 
insult  to  injury  was  that  I  had  just  passed  over  the  token 
only  moments  before  in  Scriptor  Colley’s  trade  books. 
Crawford  was  more  observant  as  he  had  spotted  the  rather 
scarce  token  and  purchased  it. 

My  trip  to  Oak  Hill  was  very  unproductive  as  far  as 
adding  any  new  Harlan  County  scrip  to  my.  collection.  I  had  a 
great  time,  met  all  my  old  friends,  and  swapped  stories  of 
past  finds,  but  failed  to  add  a  single  token  to  my 
collection.  The  chance  of  adding  the  Ridgeway  $1.00  and 
losing  it  to  Crawford  due  to  an  oversight  gnawed  at  my 
insides  as  I  listened  to  the  other  collectors  brag  about 
finding  scrip  for  their  collections. 

On  our  way  home  Sunday  morning,  Crawford  asked  me  how  I 
had  made  out  at  the  show.  I  replied  that  I  had  "struck  out" 
and  that  he  had  picked  up  the  only  piece  of  Harlan  County 
scrip  that  would  have  enhanced  ray  collection.  Furthermore, 
if  he  had  not  purchased  the  token  and  pointed  out  the 
spelling  printed  on.  the  token,  I  would  have  continued  to 


think  that  I  had  the  token  in  my  collection.  The  new 
knowledge  that  I  gained  at  Oak  Hill  was  all  that  I  brought 
back  with  me. 

I  arrived  back  at  my  store  at  approximately  3:00  P.  M. 
Sunday  evening,  and  as  I  unpacked  my  scrip,  I  noticed  the 
three  Ridgeway  tokens  lying  on  my  desk  top.  I  picked  them  up 
and  was  surprised  to  find  that  I  was  holding  three  of  the 
A100  tokens  that  had  unintentionally  eluded  me  for  so  long. 
It  is  ironic  that  history  repeats  itself  because  the  last 
time  I  was  at  Oak  Hill,  W.  Va.,  Harold  "Corkey"  Snodgress 
unexpectedly  presented  me  with  a  rare  Fordson  50  cent  token 
from  Banner  Fork,  Ky.  just  as  he  rounded  the  corner  in  the 
lobby  of  the  Holiday  Inn.  The  circimstances  were  much  the 
same  when  my  friend  rounded  the  corner  to  my  shop  as  I  was 
leaving  for  Oak  Hill,  W.  Va.  ,  and  handed  me  not  one,  but 
three,  really  scarce  tokens.  At  Oak  Hill,  W.  Va.,  I  had 
added  to  my  education  that  enhanced  my  knowledge  and  ability 
to  collect  coal  company  scrip. 

As  I  have  said  many  times,  scrip  collecting  is  a 
fascinating  hobby,  scrip  collectors  are  a  great  bunch  of 
people,  and  acquiring  knowledge  is  never  ending.  I  wonder 
how  many  other  collectors  think  that  they  have  the  A  series 
Ridgeway  Mining  token  and  have  the  B  series  instead?  It 
sometimes  takes  missing  a  scarce  token  to  give  one  the 
motivation  to  work  and  look  harder  for  the  next  token  that's 
just  around  the  next  corner.

Ever  since  I  began  collecting  co&l  company  scrip,  I 
approached  the  hobby  just  as  I  have  ray  raany  other  collecting 
interests.  I  must  know  the  history  and  origin  of  the  items  I 
collect.  To  me,  this  knowledge  "breaths  life"  back  into  the 
relics  of  the  past  that  I  collect  and  makes  collecting  more 
interesting . 

The  other  day,  a  former  high  school  teacher  and  friend 
of  mine  came  into  my  store  and  informed  me  that  while  going 
through  her  late  husband’s  personal  effects  she  had  come 
across  a  few  old  coal  company  tokens  that  he  had  put  back 
years  ago.  She  asked  me  if  I  would  like  to  have  them  because 
she  had  no  use  for  them.  I  gladly  accepted  the  small  box  of 
tokens.  I  examined  the  tokens  and  observed  a  Bell  County 
token  that  I  had  never  encountered  before.  It  was  a  5  cent 
token  issued  by  the  Wallsend  Coal  Co.  Incorporated, 
Pineviile,  Ky.  The  token  was  produced  by  Osborne  Registry 
Company,  an  Oreo,  Pat.  Pend,  variation.  It  is  listed  in  the 
Edkins  Catalogue  as  being  from  Pineviile,  Ky.  ,  2230  (Bell), 
series  D5 ,  and  rated  R-9.  This  basic  information  x^hetted  my 
appetite  to  research  the  company.  The  •  following  is  the 
results  of  my  research. 


In  1905,  the  Wallsend  Coal  and  Coke  Co.  began  operating 
at  Wallsend,  Bell  County,  Kentucky.  The  mining  operation 
consisted  of  three  mines  and  was  served  by  the  L  &  N 
Railroad.  C.  J«  Warnock  was  the  President  and  General 
Manager,  H.  B.  Hanger  was  the  Vice-President,  H.  P.  Jones  was 
the  Treasurer,  and  W.  E.  Taylor  was  the  Chief  Engineer.  Part 
of  the  mining  was  done  by  hand  and  part  by  electric  machines. 
All  haulage  w^s.  done  by  electric  motors. 


In  1905,  the  Chief  Engineer  furnished  the  following 
statement  concerning  the  company’s  property  and  mining 
operation  to  the  Department  of  Mines:  "The  company  owns 
nearly  1,500  acres  in  fee,  all  of  which  is  underlain  with  at 
least  three  seams  of  coal  of  workable  thickness,  while  most 
of  it  carries  six  seams  of  workable  coal.  The  Pineviile  or 
’Brilliant*  seam  is  worked,  by  two  drift  openings, v  one  on 
either  side  of  Stewarts  Branch,  opening  on  the  s&xae.  tipple. 
This  scats  is  from  thirty-seven  to  fourty-eight  inches  thick, 
with  an  average  of  thirty-seven  inches.  It  lies  nearly  level 
and  has  a  good  top  and  bottom."  , 


"This  coal  has  the  reputation  of  , being  the  best  coal  in 
the  State,  a  long  series  of  tests  having  shown  more  gas,  of  a 
higher  candle  power,  than  can  be  obtained  from  any  ot  er  . 

in  the  State  of  Kentucky."  His  statement  concerning  the 
quality  of  coal  must  have  been  very  accurate  because  m  tne 
Report  of  Inspector  of  Mines  a  footnote  attesting  to  the 
quality  of  the  Pineviile  Seam  was  written  as  follows:  The 

great  excellence  of  the  Pineviile  seam  is  beyond  question, 
but  the  terms  in  which  Mr.  Taylor  speaks  of  it  are  his  own. 

A  thorough  systematic  examination  of  all  of  the  coals  oi 
State,  or  of  even  the  larger  number  of  them,  has  not  been 

made.” 


WALLSEND  COAL  COMPANY  INCORPORATED  (Continued) 


As  for  the  mining  camp,  Mr.  Taylor  wrote,  "There  are  for 
miners  119  three-room  cottages,  17  single  or  ’baching 
houses’,  and  one  twenty-room  boarding  house;  also  houses  for 
Superintendent  and  Foreman.  The  store  and  office  building  is 
a  two  story  brick  structure,  56  by  64  feet,  and  has  hot  and 
cold  running  water,  etc.  A  large  barn  has  accommodations  for 
twenty-five  head  of  stock.  Other  buildings,  consisting  of 
blacksmith  shop,  three  fan  houses,  boiler  house,  power  house, 
are  all  well  built  and  equipped.” 

For  the  time,  the  Wallsend  Coal  and  Coke  Co.  was  a 
modern  coal  mining  facility.  Not  only  did  the  company 
produce  coal ,  over  50  beehive  coke  ovens  were  located  near 
the  tipple. 

In  the  middle  and  late  1930’s  the  scrip  issued  was 
produced  by  Oreo  and  even  though  it  is  a  system  scrip,  it  is 
not  commonly  encountered  on  today’s  collector  market.  The 
scrip  has  a  ”W"  cut  surrounded  by  a  border.  The  D25  is  the 
lowest  rated,  R6,  and  the  D5  and  D100  are  rated  R9. 

As  with  most  of  the  early  Bell  County  Coal  Companies, 
The  Wallsend  Coal  and  Coke  Co.  is  now  -  part  of  the  Bell 
County,  Kentucky,  coal  mining  history.  However,  the  company 

scrip  passed  from  the  company  to  their  employees  can  still 
become  the  key  that  unlocks  the  wonderful  hobby  of  scrip 
collecting  and  makes  the  historical  •  significance  of  the 
companies  past  come  alive  for  the  succeeding  generations.
